Violence Encouraged 


Between the massacre of hun- 
dreds of men, women and chil- 
dren at Dinant in 1914 by: shoot~ 
ing and the holocaust of thousands 
at Rotterdam and Tournai in 1940 
by bombing there is nothing to 
choose either in the barbarity of 
the act or in the infamy of the 
excuse. Tn both cases the excuse 
took the form of a lie. 


The explanation of Nozi bruta- 
lity is very simple. The Nazis 
learnt their methods ir the schoo 
of the German Army.
